Paratroopers 
Land At New 
Viet Nam Port 


SAIGON.

(AP) — Paratroopers of the 
101st Airborne Division, succes­ 
sors to the World War 11 heroes 
of 
Normandy 
and 
Bastogne, 
cam e to the w ar in South Viet 
Nam today. 
As 3,700 men of the lOlst’s 
First Brigade began landing at 
Cam Ranh Bay, 180 miles north­ 
east of Saigon, a U.S. spokes­ 
man said giant B52 jet bombers 
of the U.S. Strategic Air Com­ 
mand dumped 500 tons of bombs 
on suspected Viet Cong positions 
35 miles southeast of Saigon. 
After the B52 raid — the sixth 
in South Viet Nam by the Okina­ 
wa-based bombers — several 
thousand paratroopers of the 
173rd Airborne Brigade began 
combing the hilly area. By late 
today one Viet Cong had been 
killed, another captured, and 
there were no U.S. casualties, 
the spokesman reported. 
The paratroopers who landed 
at Cam Ranh Bay were greeted 
by the man who commanded 
their division when it dropped 
into Normandy to spearhead the 
invasion of France, Ambassador 
Maxwell D. Taylor. 


It was one of Taylor’s last 
official acts in Viet Nam. He 
leaves Saigon tomorrow, to be 
replaced by Henry Cabot Lodge. 
Among the arrivals was Tay­ 
lor’s son Thomas, an 
intelli­ 
gence officer with the brigade. 
The landing cam e less than 24 
hours after President Johnson 
announced U S. forces in Viet

Before Young Husbands

In Sacramento, the draft boost 
: could more than double Cali- 
! fom ia’s quota, according to the 
director of selective service. 


Col. K. H. Leitch said yester­ 
day that most of the initial 
draftees would be 19 years of 
age. 


Leitch said the d r a f t call 
could go up to 2.200-2,500 men a 
month in California as the pres­ 
ent pool is depleted. The quota 
for August is 1.333 and for Sep­ 
tem ber 1,699, at present.

The multi-million dollar 
Marin County Civic Center 
is protected against fire by 
the Marin County Fire De­ 
partment, e q u i p p e d to 
fight only grass, 
brush, 
and timber fires. 
The county fire depart­ 
ment was established in 
1942 to fight fires in areas 
not within any city or fire 
district. At that time there were 
very few large buildings under 
its jurisdiction. 


MAJOR FIRE 
Should a m ajor fire occur in 
one of the large buildings now 
under the county departm ent’s 
jurisdiction, County Fire Chief 
Louis J. Bloom would have to 
call good and 
loud for help 
from nearby fire departm ents. 
The Civic Center is far from 
the 
only 
large 
building 
in 
I county fire departm ent juris­ 
diction, although it is the larg- 
| est. 


All of Santa Venetia is out­ 
side any fire district. Three 
San Rafael schools — Gallinas, 
MacPhail 
and 
Santa 
Venetia 
Junior High—are there, along 
with the new Temple Rodef Sho- 
lom, 
the 
Blessed 
Sacrament 
Church and School, and several 
other schools. All must depend 
on the county fire departm ent 
for protection. 


JUVENILE HALL 
The Marin County Juvenile 
Hall and the old county hospital 
in Lucas Valley also are within 
county fire departm ent juris­ 
diction. 


Also depending on the county 
departm ent are all the buildings 
in Marin City, including new 
multi-story 
apartm ent houses. 
The county m aintains a fire 
station there, as it does in Point 
Reyes Station, which also de­ 
pends on county fire departm ent 
firefighters and equipment.

Convention Facilities Seen 


As A id T o Growth O f M arin 


Marin County is 
in for a 
steady and healthy growth rate 
with increased convention facil­ 
ities expected to be the biggest 
aid to economic growth during 
the next five years. 
These are the conclusions of 
four Marin County businessmen 
and civic leaders who spoke to­ 
day on radio KTIM's “ Marin 
Sounding Board.” 


Clinton De Lap, managing di­ 
rector of the 
Marin Visitors 
Bureau, said a convention hotel I 
will open in Southern Marin 
next 
June. 
“ The 
only 
thing 
that is now holding up an offi­ 
cial announcement is negotia­ 
tions about the n u m b e r of 
rooms,” he said after the pro­ 
gram. 


The first of what De Lap feels 
will be many convention hotels 
will 
be 
a 
three-story 
motor 
hotel. A major chain has al­ 
ready agreed to open it, he said. 


William D. Fusselman, a for­ 
mer chairman of the 
Marin \ 
County Board of Supervisors and 
now a vice president of Tiburon 
National Bank, said future hotel 
plans should be made in such a 
way that “ they give the visitor 
more than just a place to sleep. 
We have to make it easy for 
him to participate in Marin.” 


He suggested this be done by 
scheduling tours and situating 
sites in easily accessible areas. 
“ You can sell your candy bet­ 
ter by giving a sample,” said 
Fusselman, 
a 
former 
candy 
maker. 
De Lap indicated that Marin 
has the potential to host up to 
7ft conventions per year. “ Our 
one crying need is facilities. 
Why, even now we are doing a 
$5.000.000 a year tourist busi­ 
ness,” he said. 
The speakers, however, agreed 
that the Marin growth r a t e 
would probably slacken. Point­ 
ing out a 29.6 per cent drop in 
housing 
construction 
in 
1964. 
Carroll Snyker, manager of Ma­ 
rin Development Assn., noted. j 
“ The easily developable land is 
disappearing.” 
Fusselman felt this would en­ 


able the county “ to keep in step 
with developments. I think a 
leveling off is good for an area.” 


Jack Alvarado, manager of 
the 
San 
Rafael 
Chamber of 
Commerce, expressed his belief 
that the future of each com- j 
munity will depend more and 
more on the future of the coun­ 
ty as a whole. 


“ Wfe cannot become isolated 
segments,” he warned. “ We all 
stand to gain from something s 
like convention business there- j 
fore we must all work together . 
to promote these interests.”

ings which receive fire protec­ 
tion only from the county de­ 
partment: Point Reyes, Laguni- 
tas, Laguna, Lincoln. Nicasio 
and Union. 


According to Chief Bloom, the 
Civic Center is sufficiently pro­ 
tected against fire hy internal 
devices such as all concrete 
walls and floors, internal fire 
hoses, etc., to make it very un­ 
likely that a fire could occur 
there which his department with 
its present facilities could not 
control alone. 


Juvenile Hall is a different 
story. The older section of the 
building is a major fire hazard. 
Bloom says. This is because of 
the wooden construction of the 
institution and because youths 
are in the building 24 hours a 
day. 


Any fire calls from Juvenile 
Hall is relayed to surrounding 
fire 
departments. 
Marinwood 
lias assisted the county depart­ 
ment on one call to Juvenile 
Hall, and Bloom says it is pos­ 
sible that San Rafael, Terra 
Linda and Novato might also 
be called in to help fight a large 
fire there. 


Under a 
mutual 
assistance 
agreement made among all fire 
fighting agencies in the county, 
no charge is made by one de­ 
partment when it goes to the 
assistance of a n o t h e r . 
The 
agreement, according to Bloom, 
takes the pressure off of the 
county fire department in the 
event of a large structural fire. 
Several institutions and busi­ 
nesses around the county have 
contracted at special expense 
for protection from other, more 
appropriately equipped depart­ 
ments. Most of these get a great 
reduction 
in 
fire 
insurance 
rates through such agreements. 
Marin General Hospital pays 
a token fee ta dollar a yearj to 
the Kentfield Fire District for 
protection. T a m a l p a i s High 
School contracts with the Mill 
Valley Fire Department, pav­ 
ing $50 for each fire call made 
to 
the 
school. 
St. 
Vincent's 
School for Boys pays the No­ 
vato Fire District $200 a year 
for protection and an additional 
$50 for each fire call they make 
to the school.

ing Co. contracts with the City 
of Sausalito, although it is just 
outside the city limits. 


Several areas in the county 
are particularly difficult to pro­ 
tect against fire, according to 
Bloom.

“ We worry about not having 
a larger pumper,” said Bloom, 
“ but without hydrants in that 
area and around Point Reyes 
we would have a great problem 
with a large structural fire no 
matter what kind of trucks we 
brought in.” 


Bloom foresees the possibility 


of having to give up trying to 
save a building in one of these 
areas and simply concentrating 
on keeping the fire from spread­ 
ing to neighboring structures 
while pumping from a creek. 


J. B. Rice Co., on Jacoby 


Street in California Park, in­ 


stalled its own fire hydrant a 
year and a half ago, paying the 
$10.000 to run a water line from

C. Rice, vice president of the 
company, the firm attempted to

Rice said the hydrant makes 
a sprinkler system in the com­ 
pany’s buildings possible, sav­ 
ing between 65 and 70 per cent 
on fire insurance. 


During the five year period

AMERICUS, G a . (UPD - A 
39-year-old white youth died to­ 
day from two bullet wounds in 
the head fired by nightriders in 
a speeding car. Police arrested 
two Negro suspects after the 
car crashed in a high speed 
chase. 
The victim, Andy Whatley, 
was gunned down within ear 
shot of a group of civil rights 
demonstrators who had camped 
out for the night across the 
street from the Sumter County 
Courthouse. 
Police refused to identify the 
two suspects. They were trans­ 
ferred to the county jail where 
four Negro women, whose ar­ 
rests more than a week ago 
touched off the demonstrations, 
are being held. 
It was the first real outbreak 
of violence during 10 days of 
demonstrations in this south­ 
west Georgia city. State troop­ 
ers and local officers, armed 
with riot guns, were successful 
until shortly before midnight in 
keeping opposing f a c t i o n s 
apart. 
Whatley was shot twice short­ 
ly before midnight. He slumped 
critically wounded in a street 
where 
he 
had 
been 
stand­ 
ing 
with 
a 
group of 
white 
youths. He was rushed to a 
hopsital 
in 
Albany, 
Ga., 
35 
miles away in a vain attempt 
to save his life. He died five ! 
minutes after arrival at 3:10 
a.m. EDT. 
Negroes huddling in the rain 
at a parking lot at the Sumter 
County Courthouse ended their 
scheduled all - night demonstra­ 
tion after learning of the shoot­ 
ing and Whatley’s death. 
The shooting occurred at the 
comer of Lamar and Hampton 
Street about midnight EST. It

Bricks, Fists Fly Outside 
Struck Los Angeles Plant 


LOS ANGELES (AP)-More 
than 160 policemen were needed 
to quell a riot early this morn­ 
ing when 800 strikers and work­ 
ers clashed at the Harvey Alum­ 
inum plant in suburban Tor­ 
rance. 
At least two persons—includ­ 
ing a policeman—were injured 
and five others arrested shortly 
after the midnight battle, police 
said. 


Officers gave this account: 


An estimated 500 striking em­ 
ployes were present outside the 
plant when the shift changed at 
midnight. Company guards at­ 
tempting to escort the workers 
to a parking lot were met by 
rocks, bricks, golf balls, bottles 
and cans, police said. 


Scores of fights—with combat­ 
ants using clubs and other weap­ 
ons—then broke out between 
strikers and workers, Torrance 
Police Lt. Swane Johnson said. 
Five police cars and an esti­ 
mated 40 workers’ autos wen 
damaged, Johnson said. 


Violence has flared several 
times at the Harvey plant since 
April 4 when 2.000 AFL-CIO 
United Steelworkers walked off 
the job. 


The firm is the nation’s fourtk 
largest producer of aluminum. 
The strike was called after thf 
steelworkers accused the firm oi 
refusing to recognize the valid­ 
ity of a union representation 
election conducted by the Na­ 
tional Labor Relations Board.

“ Few people can live,” he 
said, “ on an assemblyman’s 
salary ($6.000 a year plus ex­ 
penses).

Not content with a striped 
bass, a salmon or a flounder, the two 
boys landed a nice specimen of Alopia 
vulpinis, off Bay Farm Island. The 
fish, better known as a “thresher 
shark,” measured five feet, at least 
half of which was an elongated upper 
lobe of the tail fin.

huge tail? The better to herd a 
school 
of 
smaller fishes by 
swimming round and round the 
school, always threshing the 
water with the tail. It is a docu­ 
mented fact that thresher sharks 
frequently use the giant tail to 
down sea birds, and then gobble 
them up. The five-footer the 
boys caught is a young one, 
judging by the fact that the 
species grows to 20 feet or more 
with at least half being tail.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
FBI's National Academy 
Is Boon To Local Police 


Today is the 30th anniversary of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation’s N a­ 
tional Academy. 
We join the nation in paying tribute 
to the Academy for three decades of 
service during which it trained more 
than 4,700 law enforcement officers, 
including several in Marin County. 
In the thirties, when the nation was 
wracked with crime and corruption, J. 
Edgar Hoover came up with the idea of 
the National Academy. The first class 
gathered in Washington, D.C., on July 
29, 1935, to begin a 12-week course of 
training. 
Establishment of the Academy help­ 
ed usher in the era of what might be 
called “ professional law enforcem ent’’ 
to combat the highly organized crime 
gangs of the times. 
Thanks to the scientific crime detec­ 
tion and prevention methods taught at 
the Academy and other training cen­ 
ters. the nation s police forces have 
been able to meet and overcome the 
most ingenious schemes that the law­ 
less have been able to devise.

Sacramento Ready To Put Bite 
On Private Car. Boat Sales 


By HENRY C. Mar ARTHUR 


SACRAMENTO (CNSi-One 
of the first impacts the public 
will feel in connection with 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown’s pro­ 
gram of collecting more tax 
money will he the 4 per cent 
use tax on automobile, boat 
and airplane sales, which goes 
into effect Sunday. 
At that 
time, the Department of Motor 
Vehicles will begin collecting 
on all automobile sales, not 
just those purchased from a 
dealer. 


IN OTHER WORDS, if an 
Individual sells his automo­ 
bile, the state collects 4 per 


cent of the pricp of the sale 
And this is one tax which 
can’t be circumvented easily, 
because 
the 
Department 
of 
Motor Vehicles will get the 
tax before it Issues a license 
for operation of the car. 
Additionally, it will do no 
good to cross a state line and 
buy an automobile out of state, 
for the simple reason the new 
law provides that individuals 
bringing a car into California 
from another state must regis­ 
ter the car within 90 days, at 
which time the state will col­ 
lect the 4 per cent use tax.

THE MONEY derived from 
this new imposition of taxes on 
the public will be paid by De­ 
partment of Motor Vehicles to 
the State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion, which in turn will de­ 
posit it in the general fund of 
the state. The money will not 
be used for the development 
of roads and highways. 
To make certain the stale 
gets the full 4 per rent, a 
schedule of the resale values 
of automobiles will be kept by 
the department. If a sale is 
made by a private party un­ 
der the figure in this schedule, 
the law is very generous—it 
gives the purchaser the right 
to prove that the price paid 
for the vehicle was less than 
the 
\alue 
assigned 
by 
the 
department. 
The 
Legislature 
was 
also 
charitable in lamily matters. 
An individual who buys an 
automobile from his parent, 
grandparent, child or spouse 
is exempted from paying the 
4 per cent tax. The situation 
occurs so seldom it was felt 
hardly necessary to include 
family deals in the money- 
raising program. 
Many j>eople feel the new 
tax is unjust because a tax 
already has been collected on 
the vehicle, boat or airplane 
when it was sold new. How­ 
ever,

money so badly it must spon­ 
sor 
double, 
triple 
and,

times, quadruple taxation on 
used goods.

THEY COULD hardly make 
things worse, since Richard 
Nixon in 1962 and Barry Gold- 
water in 1964 blamed their de­ 
feats on hostile reporting. 
The expert to whom minority 
leader Gerald Ford and other 
House Republicans turned for 
advice is Bruce C. Ladd Jr., 
the able former press secre 
tary to Charles H. Percy of 
Illinois.

leaders have done just about 
everything wrong they could 
think of — and that, if they 
couldn’t think of it, they did 
It wrong by instinct.

back on President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower’s denunciation of 
columnists in general at the 
Republican National Conven­ 
tion as most “ unenlightened ” 
The net of his criticism is

The president’s military ad­ 
visers. seeking extension of 
these B-52 raids to major mili­ 
tary and economic targets in 
North Viet Nam. are urging 
another $1 billion to modernize

bombing economic targets in 
the north will the Communist 
government be sufficiently hurt 
to force a satisfactory settle­ 
ment of the conflict.

tion dikes of the Red River 
Delta within the next 30 days— 
while the rivers in the area 
are at or near flood stage.

dikes in 1945, when 90 per cent 
of the country’s rice crop was 
flooded and destroyed.

Teen-Age Music Condemned 


As Leading To Moral Decay 


The biggest objection of par­ 
ents to so-called music cur­ 
rently broadcast by Bay Area 
“ cool-teen” radio stations is 
that it’s misnamed. 


“ IT'S NOISE produced by 
unkempt boys who look as 
though they were not earning 
enough to pay for haircuts,” 
one provoked mother declared. 
But 
without 
reading 
the 
right-wing newspaper “ Free­ 
dom Press,” you wouldn’t sus­ 
pect the cacaphony produced 
by these teen-aged idols is 
allegedly conditioning our teen­ 
agers for 
indoctrination 
in 
“ any sort of perverted ide­ 
ology, whether it be gross ma­ 
terialism or Marxist-oriented 
imperialism.” 
The newspaper’s reporter de­ 
nies accusing any of the popu­ 
lar mop-headed performers of 
being Communists. 
But he states that what 
passes for music today on tele­ 
vision, radio and in the movies 
“ has a lot to do with the rapid 
deterioration of our youth. 
“ Both the causes and the 
possible purpose behind the 
weird beat that passes for 
rhythm these days should con­ 
cern every thinking adult who 
still values both decency and 
human freedom,” he said. 


OF THE BEATLES, he de­ 
clared, “ Certainly the trail of 
frenzy, hysteria and animalis­ 
tic behavior that has marked 
the appearances of this British 
quartet and their many imi­ 
tators seems to bear out the 
thesis that music can demoral­ 
ize as well as it can uplift.” 


The “ Freedom Press” de­ 
clares itself an opponent of the 
so-called international Com­ 
munist conspiracy. Its news 
stories reflect a general “ anti­ 
ness” expected of those who 
spend 
time 
criticizing 
but 
offering no solutions. 
It reports protests of the 
United Nations’ alleged “ pro- 
Red bias” and notes the with­ 
drawal of churches from the 
National and World Council of 
Churches because of the coun­ 
cil’s alleged attempts to “ lead 
our nation into Communist 
enslavement and the churches 
into the Communist butcher 
shop.” 


FEW WOULD DENY the 
right of any newspaper to pre­ 
sent its political, social and 
religious opinions on the edi­ 
torial pages. 
But a news­ 
paper’s responsibility to its 
readers goes far beyond pre­ 
senting only one side of any 
issue. 
The “ Freedom Press” often 
protests censorship by news 
media of the “ true facts” of 
the Communist conspiracy in 
America. The paper charges 
thje conspiracy is being assist­ 
ed by modernization of reli­ 
gious beliefs, the United Na­ 
tions and the Fruging. Twist­ 
ing, Watusi-ing teen-agers who 
are being duped by the popu­ 
lar music of today. 
This, most would agree, is 
utter nonsense. 
But if it were not for the 
“ Freedom Press” and others 
of its ilk, many would write 
off a single such fear peddler 
as a pathetic soul.

I KNOW NO ONE who

Plan Urged 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - 
U.S. engineer Bernard M. Oliv­ 
er thinks that, somewhere in 
our vast universe, other intclli 
gent civilizations entertain them­ 
selves daily with radio and tele­ 
vision broadcasts. 
If so, earth can tune in on 
her cosmic neighbors. 
If, that is, the inhabitants 
hereabouts are willing to spend 
$2 to $3 billion to put up the 
right sort of television antenna. 
Actually, what Oliver has in 
mind is a number of antennae 
—1.000 to 10.000 of them, each 
100 to 200 feet across—to be 
clustered in a metallic forest 
about 10 miles square. 
This, he told some 5,000 scien­ 
tists and engineers Tuesday at 
the annual m e e t i n g of the 
American Institute of Aeronau­ 
tics and Astronautics, would per­ 
mit earthmcn to eavesdrop on 
“ the unintended radiation from 
another intelligent life — their

Plea Cuts Short 


Burglary Trial 


Of Fairfax Man 


Peter A. Wadlewski, 20, plead-

Judge Joseph G. Wilson ac­ 
cepted the plea on agreement 
by the district attorney’s office, 
dismissed the jury, and sched­ 
uled sentencing for 4 p.m. Aug. 


LOS A N G E L E S (AP) - 
Michael B. Hannon, an advocate 
of socialism, peace and civil 
rights, says he’ll take back the 
job he thought he had lost—as a 
Los Angeles police officer. 
The bl ond, studious-looking 
policeman was suspended two 
months ago after taking part in 
civil rights demonstrations. 
Police chief William H. Park­ 
er ordered him tried on charges 
of conduct unbecoming an offi­ 
cer. After a three-week hearing, 
the three-man board of rights 
found him guilty. 
It recommended the maximum 
penalty which can be invoked 
in intra-departmental discipline: 
dismissal from the force. 
But Tuesday Chief Parker re­ 
duced the recommended penalty 
to six months’ suspension from 
duty. It means Hannon—a seven 
year veteran on the force—could 
go back to work Dec. 1. 
He said he would — although 
his first reaction was that the 
chief was trying to “ buy me 
off.” 
Later he issued a statement: 
“ The chief’s reduction of the 
penalty in no way changes my 
position that the department has 
no right to discipline me for 
speaking out on political mat­ 
ters, especially in light of the 
u l t r a - right-wing activities of 
some police officers in the de­ 
partment.” 
His lawyer, A. L. Wirin of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
said he would seek a “ vindica­ 
tion of Hannon’s rights to free­ 
dom of speech and freedom of 
assembly” through action in fed­ 
eral court.

Dolphin Death Swim 


Puzzle For Science 


DURBAN, South Africa W — 
Marine scientists are puzzled 
over the apparent mass suicide 
of 95 dolphins in the antishark 
nets laid off this eastern sea­ 
port's beaches. 


They are 
investigating 
the 
theory that something interfered 
with the dolphins’ delicate un­ 
derwater direction * f i n d i n g 
equipment. Dolphins u s u a l l y 
emit high-pitched squeaks which 
help them to detect and avoid 
obstacles. 


All 95 dolphins drowned. They 
are mammals and must surface 
regularly to breathe. 


One clue being closely studied 
is that the dead dolphins had 
s a r d i n e s in their stomachs. 
While chasing a shoal of sardines I 
the dolphins may have tempo­ 
rarily “ switched off” their un­ 
derwater “ radar,” said a spokes­

“ dwarf,” and most prefer to be 
called “ little persons,” accord­ 
ing to Kitchens. Both categories 
makeup 
the 
organization’s 
membership — the midget, who 
is perfectly proportioned but 
small, and the dwarf, who has 
a normal head and body but 
short legs and arms. 
Kitchen is a dwarf. His pa­ 
rents were normal in all re­ 
spects. His father was about 6 
feet 2 inches and there was no 
history in the family of anyone 
less than normal height. 
He was hired by Texas In­ 
struments, Inc., while he was 
still attending Southern Method­ 
ist University. Now in his 13th 
year at the firm, he is in 
charge of more than 20 engi­ 
neers. 
His wife Mary is 3 feet 11 
inches tall, a dwarf also and a 


graduate 
of 
Texas 
Woman’s 
University. 
Their children, Sandra, 6, and 
Alan, 8, were adopted from an 
adoption 
agency 
after 
X-ray 
tests and other examinations 
showed they would be dwarfs, 
like their parents. The family 
lives in this Dallas suburb. 
Kitchens denies that little peo­ 
ple have any great problems. 
“ Just nuisances we have to 
learn to put up with,” he said. 
But he cited three crudial pe­ 
riods in life for little people. 
The organization urges teen­ 
agers to compensate for their 
inability to compete in sports 
by concentrating in other areas 
in which they can excel. They 
can participate in bowling or 
golf, 
or 
any 
s p o r t 
which 
doesn’t require running. 
Kitchens lettered four years 
in high school football by play­ 
ing the role of trainer and 
manager. 


The first chore in rehabilitat­ 
ing a little adult often is to 
knock a chip off his shoulder. 
“ But they can have a success­ 
ful adult life like anyone else,” 
Kitchens 
said. 
“ And 
that’s 


where other little people like us 
can help them.” 
If just one letter of inquiry a 
month is received at Box 126, 
Owatonna, Minn., the organiza­ 
tion feels that month is a suc­ 
cess. 
A common misconception is 
to think of the little person as 
able to get a job only in a cir­ 
cus or show business. 
“ Just 
name 
an 
occupation 
and 99 times out of a hundred 
I can give you the name of a 
little person doing that work,” 
Kitchen said. 
Clothes 
and 
transportation 
rate the most troublesome day- 
to-day problems. 
Clothes are either bought and 
then altered or custom made. 
Both Kitchens and his wife 
have cars. That's made possi­ 
ble by a cushion to bring their 
eye level above the steering 
wheel and extensions on both 
the accelerator and brake. 
The next LPA convention is 
the third week of July at Glou­ 
cester City, N.J.. and the or­ 
ganization hopes the 1,600 little 
persons it’s aware of will at­ 
tend.

Diamond Hunt 


In Arkansas 


MURFREESBORO, Ark. (JP-

diamonds have also done a lot 
| for all of Arkansas — men in­ 
cluded. 
North America’s only diamond 
mines, located about two miles 
southeast of here, are thriving 
tourist attractions. The “ dia­ 
mond-hunting” s e a s o n gets 
warm with the weather. 


The mines aren’t a c u a 11 y 
mines anymore. They once were, 
briefly, but now they’re opera­ 
ted purely as tourist attrac­ 
tions, where the traveler — for 
a $1.50 fee — can scar b b l e 
through acres of plowed kimber- 
lite in search of diamonds. 


He can also picnic or just rest, 
knowing that the soil beneath 
him — the kimberlite — bears 
diamonds for the determined 
and lucky plucker. 
Diamonds have been found in 
isolated instances elsewhere in 
North America, but only near 
here have they been found in 
such quanitities as to be con­ 
sidered a mine. 
Last year about 100.000 visi­ 
tors came into the area to seek 
the gems. 
Undoubtedly, they were hoping 
to find stones like the Uncle Sam 
Diamond or the Star of Arkan­ 
sas. 
In 1925, the Uncle Sam Dia­ 
mond was found at the Arkansas 
Diamond Mine Inc. and weighed 
42 carats and 23 points in the 
rough. The emerald-cut stone 
was trimmed to about 15 carats. 
It recently sold for $100,000. 
The Star of Arkansas was 
found in 1956 at the Crater of 
D i a m o n d s . In the rough it 
weighed 15.31 carats. Mrs. Ar­ 
thur Lee Parker of Dallas, who 
found it, recently had It ap­ 
praised again. Value: $100,000

More Glamor, Pay 


Urged For Nursing 


LOS 
ANGELES - M o r e 
glamor, more pay and a little 
more of a share of the glory of 
m e d i c a l accomplishments — 
these are some of the changes 
needed to deal with the critical 
universal shortage of nurses, 
according to a prominent phy­ 
sician. 


Writing in a recent issue of 
the “ American Journal of C’ardi- 
ologv,” Dr. Eliot Cordav, assoc­ 
iate professor of medicine at

| American College of Cardiology, 
I discusses the worldwide crisis

In travels through 31 countries 
, Dr. Corday found that almost 
all of them suffered a shortage 
of nurese. “ One would think that 
dictatorships,

fiat, could redirect more women 
into nursing. They have not been 
I able to do so.

“ Florence Nightingale glamor- 


I ized nursing and imbued women 
with a sense of accomplishment 
1 that lasted almost 100 years.” 
he points out. “ Today the nurse 
1 feels she is looked upon as 
menial.

The larger 
group might be trained in a 
combined high school and tech­ 
nical school and thus be avail­ 
able for duty at the earlier age 
of 18-20 so that they may serve 
a longer period before marriage 
scrubs them from the profes­ 
sion . 


“ We might try to encourage 
the married nurse fallen away 
from her profession to under­ 
take relief duties for one or two 
da vs a week.”

U.S. Legacy To Britain 
— Sawed-Off Shotguns

LONDON (UPI) - Crime and 
the criminal are changing in 
London. 
Until fairiy recently, crime 
had 
been 
very 
conservative 
here and criminals were main­ 
ly 
the 
rugged 
individualists 
they were in the days and 
books of Charles Dickens. 
They rarely used guns. They 
! spent 
years 
perfecting 
skills 
like 
picking 
pockets. 
Their 
sources of income were mainly 
non-violent crimes — robbery, 
gambling and the “ protection” 
of bookmakers. 
Unlike the rest of the coun­ 
try, the underworld resisted the 
new ideas from America. But 
1 this is true no longer. The Brit­ 
ish criminal has now accepted 
; that slugging a man with a gun 
butt and taking away his wal­ 
let eliminates a long appren­ 
ticeship in picking pockets. 
The time - hallowed weapons 
of the British criminal—straight 
razor, 
meat chopper, bicycle 
chain, axe handle and black­ 
jack—are being pushed out by 
such American refinements as 
sawed-off shotguns and pistols. 
Last December—“ Black De­ 
cember” 
as 
a 
newspaper 


i named it—there were a record 
number of killings and wound- 
< ings in Britain, most of them 


i by guns. Five gangs of bank 
bandits carried shotguns or pis­ 
tols. 
Bank tellers were given 
instructions not to argue with 
armed robbers, some of whom 
are trigger-happy. 
The old organization of the 
underworld in which most crim­ 
inals operated on their own, 
joining gangs only for specific 
jobs, has been breaking down. 
It is dividing into two groups— 
the planners and the perform­ 
ers. 
A few years ago a gang chief 
had to lead his men personally 
in any quarrel with another 
group. Nowadays, with the suc­ 
cessful examples of their Amer­ 
ican counterparts before them, 
they hire razormen or trigger- 
men, depending on how severe­ 
ly they want an opponent pun­ 
ished. 
The razor can sometimes be 
more 
cruel 
than 
the 
g u n - 
maiming for life by cutting the 
tendons behind the knee or 
other mutilations are not un­ 
common. 
Not 
long 
ago one 
gang leaders threatened to "cru­ 


cify” an enemy. He got as far 
as having him nailed to the 
floor through his knees before 
he relented. 
One missing gangster recent­ 
ly had the honor, according to 
underworld reports, of being 
buried in cement, apparently 
the first time this little Mafia 
innovation has been used here. 
The American ideas are dis­ 
turbing enough, and police are 
countering them with such new 
methods as secret closed cir­ 
cuit television cameras survey­ 
ing crime spots. The new Scot­ 
land Yard building now near­ 
ing completion will be an elec­ 
tronic 
arsenal 
against 
crim­ 
inals. 
But what really worries the 
Yard are the planners. These 
men may have no contact with 
crime other than to think out 
the plan and pass it to a con­ 
federate who organizes the op­ 
eration. When the actual raid 
is carried out the planner is 
generally out of the country 
sunning himself on a beach or 
sitting in his legitimate busi­ 
ness office. 
He gets his payoff later and 
indirectly.

Dutchman Sees New Art Form 


Using Stacks Of Wrecked Cars 


By PETER SCHUHMACKER 


AMSTERDAM, Holland (UPIi 
— To almost anyone but Louis 
A. Van Gasteren, "auto-sculp- 
turc in tele-creation'’ — new 
form of art — looks like no­ 
thing so much as a pile-up of 
wrecked cars. Which, in fact, is 
just what it is. 
But to Van Gasteren. a 42- 
year-old Dutch film producer, it 
is art, indeed. It is also, he 
thinks, a great way to put auto 
wrecks to artistic use. 
He points out that most coun­ 
tries have trouble disposing of 
auto 
wrecks 
and 
all 
the 
cars that become more num­ 
erous each year. In Germany 
they are buried. 
In 
Denmark 
they are thrown into the sea. 
In 
some 
countries 
they 
are 
pressed into scrap and sold for 
re-use of the metals in them. 
"This is an inhuman way to 
dispose of something that has 
played an important 
part in 
someone’s life, been an integrat­ 
ed parto of it.” says Van Gas­ 
teren, seriously. 
"Why not, instead, build a 
mountainous auto sculpture in 
a city square, as big as the 
surrounding buildings?” he asks 
The 
"tele-creation” 
would 
come in two ways. First, from 
the arrangement of the wrecks 
in 
planned 
forms 
— 
for 
the "sculpture.” Then, by light­ 
ing at night. In Van Gasteren’s 
plan the cars used would have 
working headlights, rear lights 


| and inside lights. These, he con­ 
cedes, would have to be repair­ 
ed in the discarded cars before 
they were used in 
a 
"sculp- 
l ture.” 
One idea he has is that once 
an auto-sculpture had been erec­ 
ted someplace, its lighting sys­ 
tem could be connected in such 
a way as to react to impulses 
set off by telephone calls. 
"People could switch on the 
sculpture by means of their own 
telephone.” 
he 
says. 
"They 


would just have to dial a cer­ 
tain 
number 
and 
the 
struc­ 
ture of my statue 
would 
be 
shaped in the darkness. That 
would be a form of integrating 
art among the people.” 
Van Gasteren. son of a noted 
Dutch actor and concert singer, 
says he has interested a num­ 
ber of people in his ideas, but 
he hasn’t

to 
en­ 
gage enough financial support 
¡gto actually create an auto-sculp­ 
ture.

Schoolteacher 
Farms Rocks 
In Helicopter

SARATOGA (UPI) — Retired 
schoolteacher Alice Wiesendan- 
ger owns a 20-acre “ rock farm ” 
on a lonely mountaintop near 
San Diego. She lives in Saratoga. 
450 miles to the north.

His Honor Battles 
To Abolish Taxes 


By PRESTON MCGRAW 
United Press International 


BRENHAM, Tex. (UPI) — In 
an age when cities are franti­ 
cally looking for new things to 
tax, Mayor Reese B. Lockett of 
Brenham is trying to eliminate 
city taxes. 
The odds are against his ever 
succeeding but since 1934, when 
he first became mayor, he has 
cut the tax rate from $1.65 per 
$100 of assessm ent to $1.35. 
Property in Brenham is as­ 
sessed to 20 to 25 per cent of 
its actual value, which means 
that city taxes on a $20,000 
home 
run 
between 
$54 
and 
$67.50. 
“ The solution is owning your 
own public utilities,’’ Lockett 
says. 
Brenham owns and operates 
its own water plant and distri­ 
bution system. It owns the gas 
and electrical distribution sys­ 
tem s and buys gas and power 
wholesale from producing com­ 
panies. 
In 
the 
fiscal 
year 
ended 
M arch 1, Brenham showed a
